As a solo artist and with his own Quartet, organist Jimmy Smith has entertained 
live audiences and recorded a string of hit albums over the past four decades. Kenny 
Burrell has earned respect as a master guitarist, beginning with his early work as a 
favorite of Duke Ellington. Burrell annually teaches a UCLA musicology course on 
Ellingtonia, and founded and serves as president emeritus of the Jazz Heritage 
Foundation. Jimmy Smith and Kenny Burrell have collaborated regularly for more than 
thirty-five years, producing an intelligent brand of funky jazz for Blue Note Records.
